‘59 Finalists 
Square Off 
In Opener

OMAHA — It’s a match of col- 
lege baseball’s giants from start 
to finish in the 14th annual Col- 
lege World Series. 

Oklahoma State, the champion 
of last year’s Series, swept 
through another great season and 
is attempting to do what only one 
school has done before — win the 
baseball championship of the 
NCAA for 2 consecutive years. 
Only the Longhorns of Texas 
could pull that feat previously 
(1949-50). 

And Oklahoma State, 15-5 on 
the regular season and winners 
of the Big 8 Conference again 
under Coach-of-the-Year Toby

' jans had a brilliant team in 1959 
' but were ineligible for the NCAA 
championship because of football 
recruiting irregularities. 

USC is 35-12 going into the 
College World Series and has 
- one of the nation’s winningest 
_ collegiate pitchers in Bruce Gard- 
ner (15-0), who pitched in the ’58 
World Series. 

And. Minnesota’s Golden Goph- 
ers, ranked atop COLLEGIATE 
' BASEBALL’s latest poll, are an 
outstanding contender for the 
' Series crown. Minnesota, winner 
of the 1956. World Series, put to- 
_gether a great 29-6 season’s rec- 
ord and swept undefeated through 
the District 4 playoff. 

In the second day of College 
' World Series play, USC will 
meet one of the tournaments 
’ Cinderella clubs, St. John’s. 

The Redmen of New York 
made a slow start, but put to- 
gether a great finish with 12 
| straight wins to place second in 
' New York City’s Metropolitan 
Conference. And when Metro 
champ Hofstra dropped out of the

The Golden Gophers will face 
the Tar Heels of North Carolina, 
a team that has won 14 straight 
and has a 22-5 season’s record. 
North Carolina waltzed through 
the District 3 playoff undefeated. 

Teams from Districts 1 and 7 
meet in the other opening round 
game. : 

Boston College, coached by 
former major leaguer Eddie Pel- 
lagrini, tripped Holy Cross in the 
District 1 final after Connecticut, 
a pre-tourney favorite, had been 
ousted.

COOPERSTOWN, N. Y. — The team that almost didn’t get 
into the playoffs walked away with the NCAA District 2 baseball 
championship after racking up a pair of impressive victories. 

The team, St. John’s University of Brooklyin, stopped Villanova, 


7-2, and then edged Delaware, 4-3, 


Series June 10 at Omaha. 

The Redmen weren’t among 
the first 4 teams selected for the 
tourney. Colgate, Delaware, Hof- 
stra, and Villanova were chosen 
but Hof$tra, Metropolitan Con- 
ference champ, was unable to 
compete because of final exams. 
St. John’s, next on the list of 
eligible teams, as runner-up to 
Hofstra, then was extended a bid 
and promptly accepted. 

The Redman had struggled to 
a 55 record in their first 10 
games, but then took off on a 12- 
game winning streak. They car- 
ried a 17-5 record into action and 
piayed superb baseball to raise 
theie record to 19-5. 

In the opener, Frank Frances- 
chini held Villanova’s attack to 4 
hits while Outfielder Frank Cir- 
aulo went on a 1-man wrecking 
foray by clubbing 2 homers and 
2 singles, good for 3 runs scored 
and 4 runs driven in. 

The Redmen also came up with 
3 double plays to ease Frances 
chini out of his only difficult 
moments on the mound. 

The other opening round game 
saw Delaware's hard-hitting club 
amass 18 hits while burying Col- 
gate, 15-4. 

In the Redmen’s 43 champion- 
ship victory over Delaware, 
Ciraulo again played a key role 
along with Catcher Joe Kepics.

Team Compiles .336 Average 
Booming Bengal Bats Set School Mark

KANSAS CITY — Missouri’s 
team batting average this season 
was the highest any Tiger squad 
has ever compiled under Coach 
John (Hi) Simmons. The Bengals 
lanced a .336 mark for 21 games. 

“This was the best hitting team 
I’ve ever had at Missouri, said 
Simmons,” better than the 1958 
team which lost to Southern 
California in the NCAA finals.” 
Simmons has been the head man 
at Columbia for 21 seasons. 

At one stretch during the 
season, the Tigers scored 150 
runs in 10 games. Pitching pull- 
ed them down to a 12-9 overall 
mark and fourth place in the 
final Big 8 standings. 

Sophomores Dan Reilly (.471) 
and Ron Cox (.407) led the at- 
tack. Reilly, out with an injury 
the latter part of the season, 
topped the previous M. U. high 
of .451, established last year by 
Ralph Hochgrebe, All-American 
second baseman. 

While Missouri was showing 
the way in hitting, champion 
Oklahoma State was stealing the 


pitching show. Six Cowboy 
hurlers combined for a 1.95 


mark in the earned run depart-| Drury 


ment. 

Dick Soergel, who won 6 
games, is now within 1 victory 
of tying the Oklahoma State 
career victory mark. This means 
he will need a triumph in the 
College World series. 

Oklahoma State is entering the 
Big Show without the services of 
Bob Andrew, the club’s batting 
leader. Andrew played fresh- 
man ball during the Korean War 
and has completed his eligibility. 

William Jewell and West- 
minster finished in a tie for the 
MCAU championship with 84 
marks. The title hinged on a 
final game between Westminister 
and Central, but Central players, 
pressed for time during exarina- 
tion week, could not play and 
had to forfeit. Jewell’s Elmer 
Yordt won 10 games as the Cards 
finished with a 13-12 overall 
mark. 

The MCAU may become a 6- 
team league next year.

CINCINNATI — A strong pitching staff played a major role 
in carrying the University of Cincinnati baseball team to a 128 
record and runner-up position in the Missouri Valley Conference 


during the 1960 season. 


The Bearcat hurlers had a combined earned run average of 2.70, 


an anguishing statistic to oppos- 
ing batters. They fanned a total of 
204 men in 163 1/3 innings and 
completed 13 of 20 starts. 

The “Big 8” of the mound 
corps consisted of right-handers 
Carl Bouldin and Bill Faul and 
left-hander Carmine Lemma. 

For the second straight year 
Bouldin led the club in won-lost 
percentage and in ERA. He had 
a 41 record and a 2.08 ERA. 

Faul, a hard-throwing sopho- 
more, fanned 54 in 35 innings, a 
sensational average of 13.9 strike- 
outs per game. Lemma relied pri- 
marily on a good curve to get 71 
batters on strikes in the 60 in- 
nings he worked. 

Faul posted a 3-1 mark and a 
2.57 ERA. Lemma was 43 with 
a 2.85 ERA. 

Both Faul and Lemma set a 
school record by striking out 19 
in a single game. The former 
mark of 18 was set by Sandy 
Koufax, now of the Los Angeles 
Dodgers. 

Faul tossed a pair of shutouts, 
including a 2-hitter and a 4-hitter. 
Three-hitters were hurled by Lem- 
ma and right-hander Ted Mills, 
and Bouldin had a 4-hitter to his 
credit. 

From the offensive standpoint, 
the ‘Cats were less ferocious. 
Only Lemma, who played the 
outfield when not on the hill, 
finished above .300. He batted 
.304 and led the team in home 
runs with 3. 

Other regulars above .250 were 
Centerfielder Ken Berry at .279 
and Second baseman Lynn Moore 
at .263.

The current Titans have won 
more games. (17) than any other 
team in Detroit annals; they have 
compiled the highest team batting 
average on record (.330); they 
have scored more runs (184); col- 
lected more hits (239); batted in 
more runs (161); have collected 
more total bases (323); and have 
stolen more bases (26) than any 
other U-D squad in history. 

Individually, senior Catcher- 
outfielder Bruce Maher led the 
record shattering with 4 new 
marks. The former All-America 
halfback has the highest batting 
average (.482), the most hits (41), 
most doubles (11) and the most 
RBI (37). Third baseman Frank 
Corej, who finished the regular 
season with a .429 BA, also 
cracked the old hit standard with 
36 safeties and has driven in more

On the defensive, the pitchers 
also had their share in the record 
revision. Collectively, they held 
the opposition to just 2.14 earned 
runs per 9 innings and sophomore 
basketball All-American Dave De- 
Busschere set a new strikeout 
mark of 58 in 56 1/3 innings pitch- 
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ed. DeBusschere, who shared the 
tough assignments with junior 
lefthander Gary Mettie, has a 1.92 
ERA while Mettie’s stands at 1.80, 
over 40 innings.

Fenway Park is more than a few miles from 
Omaha’s beautiful municipal stadium, but 15 
years ago the College World Series got its start 
in the Boston Red Sox’ home field. 

The College World Series started as an 
All-Star game of the East and Midwest. Two 
veteran coaches, Jack Barry of Holy Cross, 
and Ray Fisher (now re- 
tired) of Michigan, coached 
the teams. The East won 
that first All-Star game by 
a score of 6-2. 

The first venture was a 
financial disappointment al- 
though the Red Sox’ Tom 
Yawkey provided the ball 
park. 

But the men who saw 
that 1946 game had vision. 
They saw a great tourna- 
ment developing from the basic All-Star game. 
But the idea was to have team competition 
rather than to pick individual stars. 

So in 1947 the first College World Series as 
it is known today was born. It was played at 
Western Michigan’s field in Kalamazoo and 
Clint Evans’ fine ball club from the University 
of California won the championship. 

The College World Series was played in 
Kalamazoo the next year and then was shifted 
to Wichita, Kan., the home of semi-pro base- 
ball, in 1949. 

But financial problems continued to plague 
the sponsors of the College World Series. 
its greatest devélopment in the 101 year his- 

Then in 1950, the progressive city of Omaha 
made a bid for the College World Series, setting 
up an underwriters’ group of civic- minded 
citizens. 

It’s been a fine relationship between Omaha 
and the American Assn. of College Baseball 
Coaches even though College World Series at- 
tendance has sagged in recent years.

16 Summer Teams Approved 


KANSAS CITY — Only 16 teams have 
been certified for organized summer baseball 
by the National Collegiate Athletic Assn. 

This is the third year the NCAA has certi- 
fied teams to insure the eligibility of collegiate 
baseball players who take part in non-pro- 
fessional organized summer baseball. And this 
year fewer leagues and fewer teams will be 
in operation, according to the number that 
have been certified. 

Two leagues and 6 independent teams have 
been officially certified. 

They are: The Basin League made up of 
Huron, S. D.; Mitchell, S. D.; Pierre, S. D.; 
Rapid City, S. D.; Valentine, Neb.; Winner, 
S. D.; and Watertown, S. D. 

The Western Canada League with Calgary, 
Alberta; Lethbridge, Alberta; Lloydminister, 
Saskatchewan; and Saskatoon, Saskatchewan. 

The individual teams certified are the 
Cheney Studs of Tacoma, Wash.; Delta Blues 
of Delta, Colo.; Drain Black Sox of Portland, 
Ore.; Grand Junction Eagles of Grand Junc- 
tion, Colo.; Uraven Mines of Uraven, Colo.; 


and the Worland Indians of Worland, Wyo. 

The’ NCAA Council and the summer base- 
ball committee urge member schools to prohibit 
student-athletes from participating in any 
other organized leagues or for any teams 
which are not certified. 

But the NCAA points out that NCAA cer- 
tification does not apply to leagues or teams 
which draw their talent from the immediate 
locale or area in which the particular team 
is located and the teams play a schedule of 
games which require a minimum of travel. Also 
the NCAA does not plan a certification pro- 
gram for unorganized competition which re- 
fers to pick-up teams which play weekends 
with no regular season schedule and with per- 
sonnel which change from week to week.

SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. — A 
brilliant overtime victory, a vast 
amount of unseasonal rain, and 
lack of coordination in reschedul- 
ing games may have saved Sac- 
ramento State’s record of having 
at least shared the champion- 
ship of every Far Western Con- 
ference baseball race since the 
Hornets entered the competition 
8 years ago. 

On the ropes, Sacramento, in 
its first season under Cal Boyes, 
rallied to score twice in the bot- 
tom half of the 10th inning to 
defeat league-leading San Fran- 
cisco State, 2-1, after the Gators 
had broken the scoreless dead- 
lock in the top half. 

Sacramento’s Bill Subry and 
SFS’s Fred Aldrich had hurled 
the double goose-egging over the 
regulation distance. San Fran- 
cisco produced 5 hits, Sacra- 
mento 4. ; 

San Francisco State and the 
third contender, Humboldt State, 
were rained out of their SF 
doubleheader for the second time. 
They were unable to accomodate 


each other on Memorial Day 
weekend dates, so entered the 
final examination period without 
a makeup in sight. Humboldt 
also had a pair with Nevada 
postponed. 

So, league directors were left 
in quandary with SF State (6-2) 
and Sacramento (7-3) even 
on a games won and lost basis, 
but the Gators ahead percentage- 
wise. Humboldt was 1 game be- 
hind at 4-2. 

Fourth-place Chico State (6-4), 
1959 co-champion, set up Sacra- 
mento State’s demise by upset- 
ting the perennial king-pins by 
identical 3-2 counts in a double- 
header. 

Whether they’re granted the 
title or net, the Gators are boast- 
ing of their finest team in his- 
tory. Vic Rowen’s third product 
manufactured an over-all 19-4 
record, losing only to Los An- 
geles State and California be- 
sides Sacramento State. The 
Gators whipped Stanford and sev- 
eral West Coast Athletic Confer- 
ence clubs. 

A rather melancholy tribute 


was paid to the Gators when 
their star sophomore left fielder, 
Tommy Harper, was signed by 
the Cincinnati Redlegs. The ver- 
satile Negre athlete, out of Ala- 
meda’s Encinal High, was batting 
a fantastic .507 for the season. 
“Tommy’s the greatest to have 
ever played here,” said Coach 
Rowen. 


Lefthander Fred Glosser was 
the most effective SFSC hurler 
with a 5-1 record; he also played 
first base when not pitching. Cen- 
terfielder Steve Gehre captained 
this Westlake squad. Second 
baseman Tom Davis was elected 
1961 captain.

Come June and the second 
straight trip to Omaha and Cow- 
boy baseball followers are won- 
dering when the hits are going 
to come and just how long can 
the pitching carry the sporadic 
hitting. 

In winning 15 out of 20 games 
this spring the OSU pitching 
staff, mainly Dick Soergel (6-2), 
George Scott (5-1), Jim Wixson 
(1-0) and Bill Burgess (2-0), has 
a composite earned run average 
of 1.95. That’s good in any 
league. In 18 of the 20 games, 
Cowboy opponents scored 4 runs, 
or less, and after 3 warm-up con- 
tests the hurlers finished 12 of 
17 starts!

Pitchers ‘Donate’ 
Throwing Arms 


To Experiment 


STORM LAKE, lowa— 
Buena Vista’s high-flying 
pitching staff, which carved 
out a fine 17-5 record during 
the regular season, was clocked 
for speeding recently, but no 
traffic tickets were issued. 


As a part of a physics class 
project some of the Beaver 
mound performers were wired 
for sound to determine how 
fast they could throw a base- 
ball. Bad weather forced the 
experiment indoors, so the 
speeds recorded were not as 
high as could be expected in 
an outside test. 


Three pitchers took part 
with Erv Dotson throwing the 
fastest at 75 miles per hour. 
Ron Rumple was recorded at 
74 m.p.h. and Larry Wilson at 
71%, m.p.h. Infielder-outfielder 
Larry Kruse actually had the 
best speed at 77!4 m.p.h. 


Basically, the experiment 
consisted of placing a wrist 
microphone on the throwing 
arm. The impulse in the 
microphone, which occured 
when the wrist was snapped, 
set off a relay which began the 
timing circuit. The target was 
wired so that when it was 
knocked down, the circuit 
stopped.
